BUSINESS IMPROVING 


The business dullness experienced at the turn of the year 
gradually is wearing off. Many manufacturers reporting on business 
during the past month see a distinct improvement, and general con- 
ditions looking much brighter. The policy of ordering goods in small 
quantities is in evidence in many directions, 


The automobile business has improved since the first of the 
year and a better feeling prevails. February, as a rule, is showing 
up better than Junuary. Prices cf cars have been reduced to a low 
level, with the result that the public now is showing more confi- 
dence and orders are starting to come in. 


Tire production, the first two months of the year have brought 
little change in the rubber industry. What few alterations there have 
been in production schedules generally are in the direction of slight- 
ly increased output. The daily production of tires, compared with last 
month, is near the same level. Manufacturers quite generally are opti- 
mistic as to future prospects for business and are looking forward to 


new developments. 

Many dealers are slow in stocking up for spring business, 
Dealers are operating on a hand-to-mouth basis and maufacturers report 
that this is more in evidence than ever before. 


The rubber industry is well prepared for larger production, to 
meet increased demands.

INCREASE IN TIRE TIRE PRODUCTION 
To Members: 


Although increase production of auto tires may not 
be seen until after April 1, by which the bulk of the goods that 
has been sold for May dating, will have been shipped, from that 
time forward, however, a steady growth of the output is expected 
by the tire manufacturers, according to reports coming from 
Akron, Ohio. 


Reports show that during the year 1921 the total 
production was approximately 21,000,000 pneumatic cases, 27, 
000, 000 inner tubes. and 424,000 solid tires, With consumption 
increasing a desided upturn to the curve of production is 
anticipated this year. 


Several manufacturers report that orders during 
February, were at least 40 per cent greater than those of January, 
and April will see a production intrease if present business is 
maintained, 


A furthur improvement in truck tire business is noted 
due to the large number of automcbile trucks placed in operation. 
One of the large companies who recently placed a combination 
solid and pneumatic truck tire on the market reports that orders 
for this tire have exceeded expectations, Other truck tire manu- 
facturers report slight increase in business, 


Continued disscussion of higher prices for tires is 
heard and although no announcement of contemplated advances are 
being made by any of the manufacturers they are expected to 

materialize by; if not before the beginning of April. 


In lines allied with the rubber industry improvement 
is noted. Some of the automobile tire equipment manufacturers 
report they have gone to 100 per cent production during the past 
few weeks, Those making the reports, however, are the smaller 
class of manufacturers and the lerger manufacturers state that 
while some improvement is noted nothing like normal production is 
expected during the coming spring.

REPORT OF MARCH MEETING 


The regular monthly meeting and luncheon of the Mid-West Rubber Manu- 
facturers’ Association was held at the Hotel Morrison Chicago, Tuesday March 
14th. with a large attendance. The meeting was presided over by the President 
W. W. Wuchter, General Manager of the Nebraska Tire & Rubber Co., and called 
to order at 11:30 A. M. 


The proposition to hold meetings every three months was voted down by 
the Directors, and meetings will be held as usual on the second Tuesday of 
each month. 


After luncheon the Principal Speaker Mr. 0. C. Frisbie of the LaSalle 
Extention University in speaking on traffic questions, urged those present 
to watch their freight rate reductions so that their commodities will be re- 
duced in proportion with the others, 


Mr, Thomas Whitehead former President of the National Tire Dealers’ 
Association who was present at the luncheon expressed the belief that the 
very near future will see a raise in tire prices. But not to expect an 
abnormal business this Spring and Summer. He also stated that there was an 
unusal call for tires noted in such states as Illinois, Iowa, and Wisconsin, 


He declaired that the Manufacturers’ new Warranty taking the place of 
the mileage guarantee, met with great favor among users of tires and that 
in the territory with which he is in touch, he has yet to see a tire user 
who has been dissatisfied with the Manufacturers' Warranty. 


Members present were also advised of the efforts being made in Chicago 
and Illinois to secure legislation which will protect the legitimate tire 
dealer against those who sell used tires or dealers who misrepresent their 
merchandise and of other legislations being sought including 4 measure by 
which dealers who sell tire sets us much as 50 per cent below the listed 
price be compelled to pay the proper tax to the Federal Government. 


Tire Fabric men present reported little change in the market but stated 
that prices were continuing firm. 


The Coast Tire & Rubber Co., Oakland, California was elected to Regular 
Membership. 


The next meeting of the Association will be held on the second Tuesday 
in April at the Hotel Morrison, Chicago.

FABRIC 


Sales of tire fabric consummated at Akron, 0., at the present time are 
either on the basis of real quality or very cheap price. The result is that 
the manufacturer of a moderately good fabric at a moderate price has compara- 
tively little chance to sell his product, it is declaired. 


The quality of fabric used in tires has declined with the downward price 
movement to below 1913 levels is generally recognized. The decreased quality, 
however, is rather that of selections of lower classification of fabric than a 
moderation in demand for quality of fabric within the class purchased. 


Yet there has been this reduction in quality in some plants where former- 
ly only the best fabric was used, while the cheaper tire manufacturers had 
dropped through all classifications and gone to the lowest prices possible, 


|) The number of these latter manufactnrers is limited in the Akron district 
proper, but through the remainder of the State these couditions are reported as 
more prevalent. 


However, very little actual buying is being done at the present time at 
any price, according to the best reports available. The fabric men as a whole 
have pinned their faith on the coming quarter during which it is generally 
believed now that buying on a better scale will be neccessary to meet the in- 
creased production which is expected during those three months, 


Some cof the mill representatives believe that the buying will start very 
early in April while others believe that it may be delayed until after the middle 
of the month. Practically all place the opening of the real fabric buying season 
some time in the coming month. 


The present month has borne out predictions made in Akron late in February 
and late in March that the month as # whole would see but very little increase 
in production and that it would probably be a month of waiting for the coming 
motoring season. This has been characteristic of the entire month, Buying has 
been listless by the rubber factories and selling has not been much better on 
the part of the tire manufacturers.

Rabric 
which will produce a "balanced" Tire. By this is mea ievERYEY Ee | at will serve 
to the fullest every function a Fabric can produce mileage in a Tire when com- 
bined with materials and workmanship that are also capabldWAh staythe on the 
job until the Fabric has delivered all the mileage of which it is capable. The 
moment this balance is disturbed, waste begins, and this serene Words true 
whether the effort is to produce the best Tire that can be made or to produce 

a Tire of a quality somewhat below the best. If the quality of Fabric used is 
higher than the quality of the other elements going into the Tire, then money 
is being wasted on Fabric, and the same thing is true if other elements going 
into the Tire are superior in quality to the Fabric used. 


In the earlier stages of the development of the Tire Industry, the Fabric 
was always the best thing that went into the Tire, and it is safe to say that this 
statement holds true from the beginning of the industry almost to the present 
time. In the begining, there was a great deal of fault in the engineering feat- 
ures of an Automobile Tire and in its construction generally, and this was also 
true to a greater or less extent in the rubber compounds used. It is common know- 
ledge that during the early days of the Tire Industry, nothing but very high- 
grade Fabrics of Combed cotton of extra staple were considered, and the principal 
cotton in use at that time was extra to fancy Sea Island. In those days the 
Fabric had to carry the load and bear the brunt of faulty rubber compounds. I+ 
was a common statement of Tire manufacturers that if anything better than Combed 
Sea Island Fabric could be produced, the industry would welcome such 4 produc~ 
tion, as the best was deemed none too good. 


After some years had passed, some brave spirits in the industry began to 


experiment with the use of a Fabric made.of Combed Egyptian Cotton, using the 


estra quality of Egyptian grown in the Lower Delta of the Nile. This cotton 

was very expensive and at first there was no very great difference between its 
cost and that of Sea Island. Later it was found that cotton grown in the Upper 
Nile Valley was entirely satisfactory for the production of Tire Fabric. This 
cotton, being somewhat shorter in staple and a trifle coarser in fiber, was 

less expensive and grew in popularity and, indeed, this is the grade of Egyptian 
Cotton now in common use in the manufacture of Tire Fabrics. 


In those days, our own extra staple cottons, grown in the Delta of the 
Mississippi, were almost totally neglected, although, as has since been demon- 
strated, this cotton was equal in every way to the best types of Upper Egyptian 
Cotton. It was the old story of neglecting something close at hand on the theory 
that an article grown in a foreign country that had to be imported was superior. 
After the European War got in full swing, our supply of Egyptian Cotton was badly 
interruped and with the increase in demand for Tire Fabrics, due to the great 
increase in the use of Automobile Tires, the industry was literally forced to the 
use of ovr Delta Cottons, comwonly called "Peelers", and the actual results demone- 
stratea that Fabrics made of this cotton were in every way equal to those that 
had been produced of Egyptian Cotton. The American Cotton used at that time was 
of the extra staple variety, the staple being fully equal in length to that of 
the Egyptian. 
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p TIRE FABRIC ECONOMY. ? 


¢ In those days when Combed Peeler Fabric was offered to the trade by reputable 
manufacturers, it was assumed that it would be made of cotton having a staple of 
about 1-1/4" in length. 


After a while, as experiments were made looking towards economy, it was found 
that Fabrics made of Egyptian or extra staple Peeler, with the combing process 
omitted but well carded, would produce a satisfactory Fabric for Tires, Quite a 
saving was effected, as the process of combing is an expensive one, both in Tire 
cost as well as from the extra waste produced in processing the cotton. 

~ 


Finally, as the industry progressed and the demand for economy became more 
urgent, it was found by some that a satisfactory Tire could be made of Fabric 
produced from cotton not so long in staple as either the Hgyptian or Delta 
variety and which was much more economical in price. Out of such cotton was 
developed a Fabric now commonly sold to the trade under the designation of 
"Karded Peeler", It is safe to say that many Tires are being made today with 
this Karded Peeler Fabric that are superior in quality and deliver much greater 
mileage than did the Tires made early in the development of the Tire Industry 
when nothing but Combed Sea Island was used. _ 


The history of these developments in the interest of economy speaks volumes 
to the credit of the American manufacturer of both Tires and Fabrics. 


Two things have served to hasten the effort to produce what has been des- 
ignated as a "balanced" Tires 


First, the progress that has been made in the engineering practices in vogue 
in the production of a Tire and the improvement in ccmpound and curing methods, 
and the other has been strong competition that has forced manufacturers to look 
for the most economical Fabric which would at the same time produce an efficient 
Tire and deliver proper mileage to the user. 


In their effort to arrive at the most economical Fabric with which to produce 
what has been designated as a "balanced" Tire, manufacturers have used various 
characteristics as a basis upon which to judge the merits of Fabric. It is safe 
to say that tensile strength of the Fabric is still considered an important 
factor in Fabric, but we have already considered some of the pitfalls encounter- 
ed in attempting to judge Fabric solely by its breaking strength. 


It is probably no exaggeration to say that of the important characteristics 
of a good Fabric, tensile strength is the least in importance. This is pratic- 
ularly true of Cord Fabric, where the essential factors are elasticity and re- 


-siliency, neither of which is dependent upon length of staple or tensile strength. 


Since the demand for Tires is now turning so largely toward thoes of Cord con- 
struction, this statment grows in importance. 


As a matter of fact, there is a great deal of unreliable information and a 
great many unreliable statements wade with reference to length of staple of the 
various cottons used in the production of Tire Fabric. Trained experts who have 
devoted their entire business experience to the stapling of cotton frequently 
disagree to the extent of 1/16" +. 1/8" in the staple of cotton, and it isa 
matter of common knowledge that the same cotton is sold in different manufact- 
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(ge centers in the United States and is accepted in these centers under dif- 


ferent designations and standards as to length of staple. It is not an uncommon 
thing for the experts of the New Orleans Cotton Exchange, those of the New York 
Cotton Exchange, and those of the Government to disagree with each other as to 
the length of staple of samples submitted to them. When professionals disagree, 
how can the layman, no matter how honest his intentions may be, expect to base 
his judgment as to the value of the Fabric on representations as to length of 
staple or upon his own examination of the cotton after it has been spun and 
woven into Fabric? Truly, staple length is an erratic star by which to guide our 
course to efficient and economical Tire Fabric. 


There are so many characteristics of good Tire Fabric that are more import- 
ant tc the Tire builder than is mere staple length that a whole article might 
be written in an attempt to cover all these cheracteristics. 


In the long run, it all comes back to the performance of the Fabric in the 
Tires as being the best basis on which to judge Fabric, from the standpoint of 
efficiency and economy. Fortunately, such a test of the quality of Fabric is open 
to any Tire manufacturer and every manufacturer of Tires, whether large or small, 
who spends something in actual road tests of Tires made of various Fabrics being 
offered, with the view to finding out for himself, by actual performance, what 
Fabric is best suited for use in the particular quality of Tire which he pro- 
poses to put on the market. 


As a general proposition, a great deal of dependence can be placed on the 
Fabric manufacturer who is usually experienced in the processing of cotton of 
various qualities and spends a great deal of time, money, and effort in select- 
ing the proper types of cotton, and in processing this cotton in the right way, 
so as to secure the best results in the cloth which he is manufacturing and 
offering to the trade. Tire manufacturers can safely rely on the reputation of 
many of the Fabric manufacturers in the United States, and be safe in using with 
little hesitation what is offered and what is told him with reference to Fabric. 
This means that it would be wise for Tire manufacturers to draw their supply of 
Fabric Only from those concerns who have an established reputation and who 
naturally will take pride in maintaining this reputation. It would be trite to 
say that a poor manufacturer could, and frequently does, take a cotton of extra 
staple and produce a sorrier Fabric out of it than some other manufacturer, 
with first-class equipment and a through knowledge of the business, would produce 
from cotton of a shorter staple. 
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p It is, however, erroneous tc judge the relative merits of two Fabrics 
scelely by their comparative breaking strengh, even though there is a parity 
in the price of the Fabrics. If the two Fabrics were put into a Tire, it might 
be found that they both had ample resistance to road shocks, but that the 
stronger Fabric would not go as far in a Tire as the Fabric of lower tensile 
strength, merely because the nature of fiber in it would not allow as much 
flexing as the other Fabric, and that this same harsh fiber would not absorb 
as much friction on the calender, resulting in more internal friction in the - 
Tire. internal friction is the tuberculosis of Tires. 


It is impracticable for a Tire manufacturer to test every piece of Fabric 
offerd him by making a tire out of it and waiting until he can ware it out on 
the road. That is where the value of the laboratory comes in. The deductions of 
the laboratory expert are certainly of sufficient value as an indication of 
quality, not only to justify its existence, but to make it an important adjunct 
to every Tire Plant. The important thing to bear in mind, however, is that 
unless you do actually test every piece of Fabric offered you by making it into 
a Tire and wearing it out, you are largely dependent on the integrity of the 
concern offering you Fabric and upon its experience in the business of manu- 
facturing Tire Fabrice of the various qualities in common use, 


There are some qualities in cotton and some results in the processing of 
this cotton which even the most expert laboratory man cannot ulways determine, 
Indeed, if the laboratory is not equipped to the fullest degree of completeness, 
it is frequently an invitation to unscrupulous offerings. 


The interest of the Tire Fabric manufacturer whd expect to survive and 
remain a factor in business is identical with that of the Tire manufacturer who 
has the same ambition and purpose. This close community of interest should draw 
together the most responsible Tire manufacturers and the most responsible manu- 
facturers of Tire Fabric. 


It would, therefore, appear that the wisest course for any manufacturer 
of Tires to pursue is to form a close connection with those Fabric concerns 
that have proved their integrity and position by an increased volumn of business 
with reputable Tire manufacturers and by a record of constructive efforts in the 
development cf the science of Tire Fabric manufacturing. There are a number of 
such concerns who will offer any Tire manufacturer their goods on the basis of 
actual performance in Tires and will designate each type and style of goods with 
a mark, so that when it has been onc determined what that particular Fabric will 
do in the way of performance, there is always the good will and reputation of 
such concerns as the security that the efficiency and quality of the Tire will be 
maintained, as far as the Fabric is concerned, 
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BUSINESS REPORTS 


The American Rubber & Tire Co., Akron Ohio reports that their 
company has enjoyed a good business during the entire past year and 
operating at very near normal capacity. 


Since reorganization five years ago their company has paid no 
dividends on common stock, but officials of the company have given 
the impression that if business continues the way it has been during 
the past six months that provision for dividends may be made. 


The Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., Akron, Ohio reports that their 
company's principal operating subsidiaries in California and Canada, 
continue to show satisfactory current earnings and their export 
business as a whole, was again restored to a profitiable basis in the 
month of January of this year. 


Neither the company nor its, subsidiaries have today any in- 
debtedness to the banks. 


Notwithstanding a very substantial general price reduction in 
November, however, operations during the winter months have been con- 
ducted profitable, Production at Akron, which reached a low point of 
13,500 tires per day in November (against a low point of 7,000 a year 
ago), was increased to 19,000 in January, 20,000 in February and 22,000 
in March. 


The Salmon Falls Manufacturing Company, with cffices at New York 
and Boston, and mill in New Hampshire sent in report that they are now 
operating 54 hours per week under the new wage schedule, 20% reduction. 
This mill is the only one in the State of New Hampshire which had no 
trouble in putting Through this wage cut, all the other New Hampshire 
mills being shut down with strikes.

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There is a limit to the amount of twist it is advisable to put into a yarn 
and especially in the case of yarns to be put into automobile tire fabrics, 
That point is reached when the advantages in increased tensile strength, 
elasticity, and resiliency are overbalanced by the loss of flexibility. Flexi- 
bility is one of the prime requisites of any yarn for fabric, either cord or 
spuare woven. Experience has established the best twist to be used in the con- 
struction of square woven fabric and any variation from it will result in the 
loss of one of the above necessary features. 


The secret of the greater efficiency of the cord fabric lies in the fact 
that, owing to its peculiar construction, it permits the use of practically 
five times as much twist to any given inch as an equal length of yarn composing 
@ square woven fabric and this without the sacrifice of any of its flexible 
qualities whatsoever, In fact it gains increased resistance to flexing destruc- 
tion by the fact that it is completely surrounded by a mass of rubber in the 
carcass of the tire. 


A yarn composing a standard square woven fabric is made up of eleven plies 
of number twenty three yarn. The separate plies are first spun or twisted and 
then the eleven plies are twisted together. In the case of cord of standard cone 
struction, five plies of number twenty three yarn (of substantially the same 
twist individually as in the case of square woven fabric yarn) are twisted to- 
gether and then three of these strands are twisted or "coiled" together to make 
the finished cord. Thus it will be seen that the added twist in the cord is 
analogous to the coiling of the wire in the spring and application to tires 
because of the fact that all road shocks to a fabric are lateral shocks and not 


tensile strains until all the elasticity has gone out of the fabric, which 


occurs very rarely in a properly inflated cord tire. It naturally follows that 
a strand of single ply number twenty three yarn going into the construction of 
cord might be somewhat weaker ws regards tensile strength than the single ply 
yarn going into the construction of the square woven fabric and yet bear up 
under road shocks in a tire fully as well. Or, to put it another way, a strand 
of single ply number twenty three yarn going into the construction of cord will 
never have its tensile strength put to the test that will come to the strand 

of equal strength composing a square woven fabric. 


One other element enters into the greater efficiency of cord fabric. The 
crimp or wave in the yarns composing a square woven fabric reduces its strength, 
This can be easily shown by the fact that a fabric will break stronger in the 
filling or across the fabric than it will in the warp or lengthwise of the fabric 
simply because the warp has more crimp or wave. This suggests the advisablilty 
of using just as few picks as is mechanically possible in the processing of the 
cord.

CORD TIRE FABRIC 


Cord tires are rapidly forcing fabric tires into the background. The cord 
tire is more efficient than the fabric tire and the change is merely a case 
of the survival of the fittest. The rule of tire efficiency is miles obtained 
per dollar invested. 


Some fabric tires will always be made and sold but the cord tire means 
progres and that spells the eventual doom of fabric tire popularity. 


There are two elements in the present situation that tend to hasten the 
change to cord tires. First: Competition in the tire business has reached the 
point where there is little enough profit in any tire but there is less profit 
in the manufacture and sale cf fabric tires than in tires of cord construction, 
Second: Even with a greater margain of profit to the tire manufacturer, the 
cord tire will deliver more wiles per dollar to the consumer than the fabric 
tire, 


The tire manufacturer that fails to take these facts into consideration 
and to prerare for the manufacture of an increased production of cord tires 
over fabric will very probably live to regret his lack of vision. 


When cord tires were first made they were the result of experiments to 
produce a tire that would carry an electric vehicle further on a battery 
charge. Original experiments were made by constructing a fabric tire and a 
cord tire under identical conditions except for the fabric, pumping them up 
on a rim and rolling them down a hill side by side. The greater elasticity 
and resiliency of the cord tire cavséd it to go further in these tests and 
later in actual service on the vehicle, It was a natural step to apply this 
improvement to vehicles propelled by internal combustion engines and the auto- 
mobile cord was born. It was soon found that the same elasticity and resiliency 
that caused the cord tire to go further on an equal amount of power also made 
it more resistant to road shocks and the change in the relative distribution 
of rubber and cotton in the carcass of the tire reduced the internal friction 
and as a result, greater mileage was obtained, 


If a piece of steel wire is subjected to the proper lateral strain it will, 
of course, break, Now if a similar piece of steel wire is wound into a coil 
spring and subjected to exactly the same strain laterally, the spring will 
absorb some of the force before the tensile strength is called into play and 
the steel wire spring will not break as did the straight steel wire under the 
same shock. 


This is analogous to the twist in cotton yarn, aside from the fact that 
twist is also necessary to make the fibres, cnostituting a yarn, a cohesive 
mass. This brings us to the fact that an increase in twist in cotton yarn will 
increase its strength, It increases its tensile strength because it causes 
greater cohesion of the fibres, It increases its lateral resistance to shocks 
because its elasticity and resiliency are increased as in the case of the steel 
spring.

At the meeting following the luncheon the principal 
speaker Mr. Aronld Joerns, of the Joerns Advertising Company, Chicago 
expressed the belief that the present situation has a considérable 
improvement over a year ego and that conditions may reasonably be 
expected to continue to improve.

"R U BBE R” 
Its Past, Present and Future 
Talk By Mr. W. G. Brown 
At December meeting of the 
Mid-West Rubber Manufacturers’ Association 


"Rubber, its past, its present and its future". embraces so much and covers 
such history as to make impossible any thing like a complete telling of the story 
within the time I could reasonably expect you to remain interested. Therefor, only 
the high spots and some of the prominent points of the past, the present and a 
little of the possible future will be touched upon. 


Do you realize that vast as rubber interests are - second to possibly only 
iron and steel - rubber is only of conparatively recent discovery and the progress 
made in the handling and use of this commodity is wonderful when compared with 
every day conveniences that we have become accustomed to the use of, 


Paper has been used for untold centuries, 

Iron and copper with us so many ages that its origin is lost in the mysteries 
of the past. The tempering of copper some two thousand years old has just about be- 
come reaccomplished, 1; 

Glass dates back over three thousand years. 


During Egypt's prime, the embalming of the dead made flesh immortal - monu- 
ments and temples were built that defy time. 


Aluminum dates its discovery to 1828, while rubber up to about 1880 was only 
in very limited use, its possibilities not realized and the development of today 
has occured during the past forty years. 


Prior to about 1880 rubber products consisted of mechanical goods, such as 
hose, belting, packing, etc. - a limited line cf clothing - hard rubber products 
with boots and shoes as the largest consumer and the dominating factor. 


Shortly prior to this period rubber was regarded as such a novelty that among 
others limited use, it was converted into jewelry in imitation of at that time the 
fashionable jet. Hard rubber breast pins, ornamental combs inlaid with gold, brace- 
lets, necklaces, cuff buttons and similar articles of personal wear were manufact- 
ured and sold at what would seem to us today, almost fabulous prices.

Our first knowledge of rubber dates back to 1525 when some Portuguese ex- 
plorers discovered the natives in Mexico using a substance in the form of a ball 
that showed a tendency to rebound and from that date possibly we can not only 
trace our first knowledge of rubber, but also the great American Game - baseball. 


Hevea Brasiliensis and many of our better grades of Upriver Fine Para were 
discovered in 1735 - the Weaker Fine in 1762 - Ceara Manicoba dates to 1874. Man- 
gaberia about the same time. Castillon Hlastica, the rubber of Central America 
and Mexico as useful commodities to 1794, Ficus Elastica, the rubber of India 
and Assam, the ornamental tres of our hothouses and conservatories, to 1810. 
Landolphia, the vine of Africa to 1804, while Fumtumia, an African tree to about 
1898, Guayvla, our American shrub, found in Southern portions of the United States 
and also in Mexico to 1903, 


The name we have given rubber and as it is known in general parlance dates 
back to a sample of Latex from India, which, brought to Paris for investigation was 
found had the property of erasing smut or similar disfigurements and was thereupon 
called a "rubber", coming from India, it was easy to designate it "India Rubber" - 
the name today in common use for the product we sre discussing. 


Up to a comparatively recent period we depended upon Brazil for our supply 
of the higher grades of rubber - as Para, Africa contributing considerable as did 
the Far Hast, but Brazilian forests were the source of supply depended upon, 


To indicate the growth of rubber consumption, Brazil is credited with 
exporting 27 ton in 1827 - 16 ton in 1830 and skipping some fifty years, wea find 
in 1880 Brazil exported but 8679 ton, representing more than one-half of all the 
rubber the world produced at that period. The largest export year for Brazil 
occured 1909 when they are accredited with 42,000 ton but their average for many 
years ran considerably less than this. 1910 about 41,000, while 1915 it fell back 
to about 30,000. However, fortunately about this time other sources of supply 
came in, otherwise the great progress we have made could not have been possible, 


The romance of rubber is the plantaticn industry - the first intimation of 
which we have is an effort of one, Collins, in 1873, securing a few seeds from 
Brazil, which were transferred to the Kew gardnes - Cross in 1877, duplicated this 
service to mankind, but few of the sseds lived. Wickham, however, the year previous 
cr 1876 had a large vision of the possibilities of growing rubber under civilized 
conditions, and finding himself blocked by Brazil, who did not fancy a possible 
transfer of their main export medium to other sections of the world - found a 
steamer on the Amazon without cargo for Europe, chartered it and is said to have 
loaded 70,000 seeds without by your leave from the Brazilian Government and 
succeeded in landing those seeds in Ruorpe. Thru this act may be dated the actual 
beginning cf theplantation industry - the first commercial product of which came 
before the world in about 1900. 


Plantation industry had a rather remarkable growth - the output of 1900 
being accredited with about 4 ton, but each year following, the output practically 
doubled over the previous year - 1901 having abovt 5 ton, 1902 8 ton, 1903, 21 
ton, 1904, 43 ton, 1905, 145 ton, 1906, 500 ton, 1910, 8200 ton and 1915, 107,867 
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ton - about this time I became curious as to what the future held for the 
production of crude rubber and knowing the older the tree, the larger, the 

girth and the larger the girth, the more bark surface and the more Latex, a series 
of calculations were made based upon not a normal life of the Hevea tree, but an 
arbitrary fixed maxinum, placing sixteen years as the age of greatest production, 
planting no more trees and only replacing such trees in existing plantations as 
died thru accident, disease or other causes. In other words - presuming plantations 
promotion would stand still from that date, only nature doing her part in permitt- 
ing the existing trees of recent planting to reach a maturity of sixteen years. On 
this basis, the figures worked out an estimate for 1920 of some 280,000 whereas 
production was 304,000, the estimated for 1925 was 446,000 tons, while for 1930, 
the figures showed 508,000 ton, indicating to us today that there is not much possi- 
bility of a shortage in rubber, based upon our enormous present day demand. 


The growth of the Plantation Industry which produce almost entirely Heava 
Braziliensis Latex will possibly eliminate the use and do away with many rubbers we 
old timers have been accustomed to and which were very valuable for many purposes. 
Rubbers that would be extremely valuable today could they be secured and prepared 
for market at a price that would compete with the cost of Plantation rubber, but 
this seems almost impossible of accomplishment and wé will perhaps be compelled to 
forego the pleasure of again using many grades which up to recent years were very 
acceptable, for which we now use Smoked Sheets or Latex. 


The above reference pertains to many wild rubbers from Para - Para rubber 
itself embracing some seven or more distinct grades, in addition to as many 
grades of medium and coarse, Mollendo Fine, Manicoba and Mangaberia which are also 
Scuth American Rubbers. Castillca, a Cenral America rubber was very valueale for 
many uses. Caucho used to a limited extent at present but becoming less and less 
familiar to the average rubber manufacturer, Guayule a so-called rubber, but which 
is in reality more of a gum, the products of Texas and Mexican shrubs, many present 
day manufacturers would not recognize Guayule if presented to them. Africa offered 
many rubbers of value, such as Accra, flake and lump, Lapori, black and white, 
Gambia, Massai, Sierra Leone, Kassai and twenty-seven cr more varities of Cameroon, 
Equateur, Benguela, the unholy ill smelling Gold Coast Lump, the Far Hast gave 
Mozambigue and three or four grades of Borneo and last, but not least, the lowly 
Potianac, Palam Bam and Banjermassen - to say nothing of the first rubbar actually 
investigated - Ficus Rlastica from India and that section. We are liable to forget 
these rubbers and it is perhaps well to call attention to them at this time. 


Rubber manufacturer dates from about 1791 when the first patent for water- 
proofing was taken out, followed in 1823 by another patent to Thomas Hancock of 
the Charles Macintosh Company, Manchester, England. At this time waterproof 
clothing was made by using a solution of softened rubber and applying it hot with 
a brush upon cloth. It requiring a cover of cloth on account of the tacky nature 
of this brush applied coating from that date we secure the name of the rubber coat 
of today, the "Mackintosh". 


In 1837 a patent was taken out for spreading, 2a device in principle the same 
as today. In 1846 Parker patened his cold cure process, known as the acid cure and 
in general use by manufacturers of dipped goods.

A resolution passed at the Anril meeting of the Chicago Tire 
Dealers Association was read, This resoluticn was to recommend to 
all tire manufacturers to adopt a policy of leaving the serial num- 
bers on all tires, and that such tires deemed as seconds, or unfit 
to carry the guarantee, be branded with the word SECOND. This method 
will aid the police and dealer to indentify tires in the event they 
are stolen, otherwise, the removal of the serial numbers causes the 
dealer to suffer a loss which is not covered by any insurance.

SECTIONS QUOTED VERBATIM FROM PRESIDENT HARDING'S SPEECH 
BEFORE THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCH. 


"T know you are interested in world restoration. So is your Government. 
I beg to remind you we must always be right at home before we can be very 
helpful abroad. We do not mean to hold aloof; we want to play a great 
nation's-aye, a great people's—part in the world. I do not know of anything 
that would help more than to give the world an example of a commercial nation 
with an abiding conscience. I wonder if you understand just what I mean by 
that. Let me give you one example. 


"He are having the problem of tariff legislation. It is not an easy task. 
I am sure you know where I stand, because I have spoken officially to Congress. 
I believe in an American industry first of all in the world. I do not want 
American industry destroyed to build up some other in foreign lands. 


"An illustration was brought to the attention of some members of Congress 
the other day of imports being brought into the United States because of con- 
ditions in the old world, Let me take hypothetical figure. Imports were brought 
in, and with the tariff added on a single article, the first cost of which was, 
we will say, 25 cents, the article was priced to sell to the American consumer 
at $5. That is a commerce without a conscience." 


"You cannot be astonished that there is complaint from both American producer 
and consumer. You cannot afford to destroy American industry to facilitate an 
importing trade like that. You cannct afford to have international exchanges of 
a destructive character." 


" We want to trade with the world. I believe it is possible to trade with 
the world without any destruction of American productivity. I wish for such an 
arrangement, Let us sell things that Americans can produce advantageously to 
those who cannot produce thew. Let us buy the things they have to sell to us 
and which we do not produce. Out of such exchanges come righteous relationships 
and balances of trade and the continued forward movement of the great human 
procession." 


"While we are marching in that procession, it is always wise to keep in mind 
those who had difficulty in maintaining the pace, and the forward moving army 
must be one of contentment and continued good fortune, If we may have in America 
conditions under which men may produce and enjoy life with something of luxury 
as well as the necessities, we shall have a contented citizenship, and out of 
a contented citizenship comes patriotic citizenship."

REPORT OF JUNE MEETING 


The regular monthly meeting and luncheon of the Mid-West Rubber Manufac- 
turers' Asacciation was held at the Hotel Morrison on June 13, 1922 with a 
large attendance. The meeting was presided over by the President, W. W. 
Wuchter, and called to order at 3 P. M. 


Following the luncheon a number of manufacturers present expressed their 
views of the tire industry in the future. One manufacturer suggested that the 
members consider the posibilities of co-operaative selling of tires similar to 
the co-operative selling organizations among the farmers, which will enable 
them to compete with the larger houses. Those present generally were optimistic 
and predicted a large volume of tire sales to the consumer in the near future, 
and reported operations at. the present time at gocd capacity. 


Fabric men present, stated that in view of the strong position on cotton, 
there is more confidence in cotton fabrics than for some time and every one 
considers fabrics at today's prices a good iovestment, they also. stated that 
tire manufacturers are busier now than in the past, and predicted that if the 
popularity of corded tires continue to grow, there will soon be twice as many 
corded as square woven fabric tires made’. 


The Principal Speaker at the luncheon was Mr, Frank T. Bentley, Traffic 
Manager of the Illinois Steel Company who spoke on "Transportation". He pre- 
dicted that with the revival of business in the Fall, there would again be a 
car shortage as in 1920 and again the motor trucks would come into their owen, 
Mr. Bentley questioned whether the proposed Great Lakes St. Lawrence Water way 
would be of great benefit to the Middle West and the nation as a whole, point-~ 
ing out that Montreal is closed from four to five months out of the year and 
navigation from Montreal is dangerous because of fogs and icebergs. He also 
pointed out that the high insurance rate, the lack of coal at Montreal and 
the inability of the steamers passing through the lakes to carry big cargoes. 
He said the waterway would probably be built although he was doubtful whether 
enough business would result to warrant the project. 


We are just starting to build good roads in this country, said Mc. Bentley 
in emphasizing that transportation in this country is in its infancy, although 
far ahead of any other land. In emphasizing that the American people are speed 
maniacs, he pointed out that in previous years merchants from Montreal and other 
points would come to Chicago twice a year to buy murchandise, where-as now they 
buy small lots frequently and turn their capitel oftener. He declared that the 
development of transportation in the years to come means a big future for the 
motor truck.

EXTRACTS OF BULLETINS ISSUED BY TIRE DEALERS ASSOCIATIONS 


Recent action of the Rubber Manufacturers indicate a condition bord- 
ering on utter demoralization in the Tire Industry and it is impossible 
to forcast at this time what the morrow will bring. One thing we all know-— 
price slashing and the advent of new and cheaper tires bodes ill for the 
Tire Dealer, 


The regular seasonal business always looked forward to and expected 
at this time is just as uncertain as is ‘the next move of the manufacturers. 
Reduce your stocks as rapidly as possible to an absolute minimum and buy 
with caution and care. One advice is to buy only for your immediate needs 
and for no consideration make purchases beyond a weeks requirements. 


QUIT BUYING fellows until some semblance of stabilization is agreed 
upon and effected by the manufacturers. 


The purpose of the meeting held in New York on June 7th., was to re- 
gister the protest of the Tire Dealers of New York against the obvious lack 
of interest the tire manufacturers have in the welfare of their retail 
dealers. 


To demonstrate that the Tire Dealers are determined to obtain a 
SQUARK DEAL from the tire makers, and to discuss their grievances against 
present conditions in the industry and devise steps to place the tire 
business on the same basis.as other lines of merchandise. _

RUBBER ROADS 


Experiments are being carried out by the Colombo municipality in 
the use of rubber as a road-surface dressing, says Consul Vance, Colombo, 
in a recent report to the Department of Commerce. The dressing, which is 
the invention of a Ceylon rubber planter, is now being used on a portion 
of Darley road, which is one of the wost used thoroughfares in Colombo. 


This solution was first on a road of the Deviturai rubber estate, 
where it has been in use for the past thirteen months. A short stretch 
was later laid in the municipality of Galle. The present test, however, 
is the hardest to which the new solution has been put. 


The solution is made from pure bark and scrap rubber. The experi- 
ments so far show that this solution is easier to handle than tar, It is 
>) a secret formula and the inventor is still working toward its perfection. 


The idea of using rubber for roads has been almost exclusively 
confined in the past to rubber blocks, the cost being very high. The 
cost of the liquid-rubber road dressing is 50 to 75 per cent more than 
that of tar, but it is found that a tar dressing in Ceylon must be renew- 
ed every three or four months, while rubber dressing is expected to last 
from eight to nine months or longer. It is anticipated that a slight 
difference in the cost of material, in favor of the rubber dressing, will 
be found that labor cost will be reduced 50 per cent at least, and that 
a better road surface will be procured.

The regular monthly meeting and luncheon of the Mid-West Rubber 
Manufacturers’ Association was held at the Hotel Morrison Chicago, on Tuesday 
August 8, 1922, with a large attendance. President W. W. Wuchter General 
Manager of the Nebraska Tire & Rubber Co., presided. 


The general opinion of those present was that price cutting by some 
the larger companies had the effect of slowing up the demand for tires, and the 
uncertainty created by the reduction and the expectation by dealers and the 
public that other firms will follow, have naturally reduced current sales, 
also that the price cuts made to stimulate business are having the opposite 
effect, Whereas reduction in tire prices at this time were unwarranted, due 
to the fact that the price of raw materials are as high as a year ago, as 
also is labor. 


In disscussing the tire situation it was stated that the month of 
~June reports show a decrease of about half million tires, while sales were 
larger, and also an appreciable gain in the ntmber of cords compared to 
square woven, which was a 50 - 50 proposition during the month of May, and 
that Akron is now producing about 107,000 tires daily... 


A representative of one of the large Southern fabric producers 
stated that the various strikes have not affected them, although the railroad 
strike will soon begin to handicap their shipments to and from the south. An 
instance was cited of one tire firm who was compelled to shut down because 


of lack of coal. 


; Following the luncheon Mr. J. A. Marvin, of the American Audit 
Company, Chicago, who was the Principal Speaker, stated that the stock market 
reflects no immediate settlement of the coal strike but the strong revival of 
general business is seen in the fact that despite the various strikes there 
is no marked depression. He cited the textile strike as among the chief 
breaks between employers and workers, in which little consideration is given 
the public. The latest price slaches on automobiles, he said, will create an 
uncertainity as to the next six months. It is therefore essential that makers 
of automobile accessories, as tires, should check up on the situation to learn 
whether or not the large amount of automobile purchases during the past year 

were made from earnings or savings, as it is not a healthful condition if the 
pleasure cars have been purchased from savings.

West Rubber Manufacturers’ Association was held on Tuesday 
September 12, at the Hote] Morrison, Chicago, in the absence of 
the president W. W. Wuchter, Vice President Thomas Fallen of the 
Lion Tire & Rubber Co., LaFayette, Ind., presided. 


Most of the comment on the tire situation was to the 
effect that the large amount of tires being dumped on the market 
at a low price, together with price cuts is harming the tire trade. 
One member declared that several cf the smaller manufacturers are now 
selling tires at a loss, he also deplored the policy of a number of 
tire firms in using cheap fabrics in their tires or otherwise weak- 
ening the construction in order to produce tires at a low price, an- 
other member predicted that the small manufacturer would gradually 
get on a cash basis and would also figure their costs on poundage 
& methods in order to get accurate results. 


Following the luncheon the Principal Speaker Mr, C. D. 
Hardy stated that business men should feel gratified that the read- 
justment in industry, commerce and agricultural is now being made 
and that the prices of manufactured and farm products are gradually 
being brought to their proper basis. 


Mr. J. M. Baskin of the New York Daily News Record stated 
that what was an ill wind for one of the textile trades was blowing 
some good to another - in other words clothing manufacturers and 
retailers, he said, have stated that the remarkable growth in popu- 
larity of automobiles and motoring have made American men less 
particular about their dress and more disposed to spending money 
on the up keep and purchase of automobiles. 


Considerable discussion was had regarding future meet- 
ings, some of those present seem to feel that meetings should be 
held in other cities with the idea of stimulating a greater interest 
in the activity of the Association. It was suggested that the November — 
méeting be held in St. Louis, but no defient action was taken - this 
matter will be further discussed at our next meeting to be held 
October 10th.
